No . 16 / 24 - 1 . - 11 esorcise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Publio 
Safety Orrlinanco , 1948 (XXIV of 1948 ), thy Central Government is pleased 
to make the following rules :- - 

PART I 
CONTROL OF TELEGRANNY , POSTAL COMMUNICATIONS, ETO. 
1 . Control of wirolo3s tolography . - ( 1) In this rule , " telegraph has the game 
nicming as in the Indian Talegraph Act, 1895 (XIIT of 1885 ), and " wireless 
telegrnphy apparatus lins to same meaning us in the Indian Wireless Tele 
graphy Aot , 1998 (XVII of 1933 ). 

( 2) Notwithstanding anything contined in the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885 
( of 1887), or the Thilina Wireless Tregrphy Act , 1933 ( XVII of 1939 ) , or 
in the rules made under either of those Arts , the Central Government inay , by 
genorn ) or special order, prohilit, or regulate the establishing , maintaining or 
working of any wireless telegraph or the possession of any wireless telegraphy 
Apparntia, 

(3 ) If any wireless lelepruuh is established , maintained or workod , or any 
Wirelons leluyraplıy ippur:itus is possessed , in contruvontion of an order mude 
uwer sub -luie ( 7 ), the person so estab ishing , miltaining or working the te e 
graph or possessing the suppurulus, and tho occupier of the premises on which 
the telegraph or pillan118 is situated , or where the telegraph or appurutus is on 
borri uny vesso oraligrudi, the master of the vessel or the pilot of the uircraft , 
us thu vuse inay be , slal Anch be loemed to have contravened the order : 

l ruv.ded that, in any procuedings which , by virtue of the provisions of this 
sub -ruly, are taken against any person all respect of the establishing , maintain 
ing or working of a wirel068 tu egraph or the possession of wire Ns telegraphy 
apparatus by some other purson in contravention of an oriler made under sub 
rulo ( 2 ), it sail be a defeile for the accused to prove that the telegraph was 
so estublished , maintained or worked or the apparatus was 50 polgensed , with 
out his permission , and that lie exercised all due diligence to prevent any con 
trntcntio . of the order , 

( 4 ) Any momher of Ilis Murjesty s Julian forces or any other person authoris 
ed in this behalf by the Central Government mny , in re ation to any vessel or 
miroraft., take surh steps awl 1184 Buch force ng may appenr to that pember or 
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persca tò be necessary for s ? ruring compliance with any order nade under sub 
rule ( 2 ), or where a coutravention of such an order has occurred , for kabliag 
proceedings in , respect of the contravention to be taken . 

(5 ) If any person has in his possession illt wireless telegraphy apparatus 
in contravention of any of the provisions of the Indian Wireless Telegraphy Act , 
1933 ( XVII of 1933), or of the rules made thereunder , he shall be deemed to 
have contravened the provisions of this rule . 

(6 ) An officer authorised by the Central or a Provincial Government in this 
behalf may seize any wireless telegraphy apparatus which is possessed or used 
by any person in contravention of this rule , or of unr order made thereunder , 
or of any of the provisions of the Indian Wireless Telegraphy Act, 1933 , ( XVII 
of 1933 ) and keep it in safe custody subject to the orders of any Court under 
this rule or of the Government. 

(7 ) If any person contravenes any of the provisions of this rule or of any 
order made thereunder , he shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term 
which may extend to five years or with fine or with both . 

(8 ) For the purposes of this rule a Court may presunie that a person possesses 
wireless telegraphy apparatus if such apparatus is under his ostensible charge or 
is located in any premises or place over which lie has effective control. 

(9 ) If in the trial of an offence under this rule the accused is convicted . 
the Court shall decide whether any wireless telegraph or wireless telegraphy 
apparatus in respect of which an offence has been committeil should be con . 
fiscated , and , if it so decides , may order confiscation ill cordingly . 

2 . Control of telephones and telegraphs . - - ( 1) The Director -General, Posts and 
Telegraphs , or any person authorised by him in this behalf, may by order 

(a ) direct 
(i) that any public telephone call officon shall be closed to the public for 

such period as may be specified; 
(ii) that any subscriber s telephone corinexion to any exchange shall 

be cut off for such period as may be specified ; 
( iii ) where a direction has been given mder sub - clause ( ii), that the 

subscriber shall surrender all elephone apparatus and fittings 

on the premises to such person as may be specified ; 
(iv ) that any person empowered by him in this behalf br order in 

writing may listen in to all conversations or any specified conver 

sation over any telephonic syst in : 
(b ) make provision for suspending or regulating the use otherwise than 

for Government purposes, of any telegraplı or telephone service in 

ainy area specified in the order ; 
( c ) assume the control or direction , or direct any person to assume the 

control or direction , of any privite teleplione exchange or any 

connexion with any such exchange . 
( 2 ) If any person contravenes any order nude under the provisions of sub . 
rulu ( 1) , he shall be punishable with imprisonment for il term which may extend 
tis six months or with fine or with both . 
. 3 . Power to detain or paraphrase telegrams.-- Notwithstanding anything 
contained in sub -section ( 1) of section 5 of 1! Indian Teleraph Act, 1885 
( XIII of 1885 ) , any person appointed by the Central Government to be a censor 
maya 
. . (a ) order that any telegraphic message or class of inessages to or from . 

any person or class of persons, or relating to any particula , 
subject , brought for transmissiou by, or transmitted or received 
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by, any telegraph , shall not be transınitted or shall be intercepard 
or detamed or shall be disclosed to the censor or to any other 

officer of Governinent mentioned in the order ; 
(b ) paraphrase the wording of any telegraphic message suspected of 

conveying a secret nieaning and order the transmission of the 

message as so paraphrased ; 
( 9 ) delete any part of a telegraphic message which he considers to be 

prejudicial to the public safety or interest or to the security of 

India ; 
(d ) order the transmission of any telegraphic message by a route different 

from that prescribed by the sender . 
4 . Possession and use of means of secret communication . - ( 1 ) Subject to 
the provis .ons of this rule , no person shall, except with permission granted by 
The Central Government , send or couvey by post or otherwise from any pace 
in India to any destination outside India , or to any destination in India from 
any place outside India , 
( a ) any iustructions for utilising any means of secretly conveying , 

receiving or recording information , including any cipher or code ; or 
(1 ) any message in cipher or Code ; or 
(c ) any substance or article manufactured or designed for the purpose 

of secretly conveying , receiving or recording information ; or 
(d ) any document or other article secretly conveying or recording any 

inforniation . 
( 2 ) The provisions of sub - rule (1 ) shall not app y to 
(a ) the sending of instructions for utilising any cipher or code the use 

of which is approved by notified order of the Central Govern 

ment ; or 
(b ) the sending , in accordance with conditions imposed by the Central 

Governinent , of any telegrapbic message in such cipher or code ; o 
(c ) the sending of any document conveying or recording information by 

means of such cipher or code , being a document which specifies 

in cleur the cipher or cude used .. 
(* ) The Central Government may , in respect of any area , by notified order 
declare that it is expedient to control the use of means of secret of coinmunica 
tion therein , and thereupon the provisions of sub - rule ( 1 ) shal apply in relation 
to that area as they apply in relation to a destination cr place outside India . 

( 4 ) Any persm who has in his possession or under his control ary much 
instructions, substance , document or other article as is mentioned in sul - rule 
( 1) shall , if required by the Central Government by a written crder so to do , 
deliver up those instructions or that substance , document or other article tu 
such authority or person as may be specified in the order. 

(5 ) Nothing in sub -rule (4 ) shall be taken to prevent the prosecution of 
any person in respect of a contravention of the provisions of sub -rule ( 1) . 

(6 ) li any person contravenes any of the provisions of this rule , he shall 
be punishalle with irnprisonment for a term which may extend to three years 
or with fine or with both . 

5 . Control of postal communications. - ( 1 ) For the purpose of this rule and 
of rule 6 , the expression postal article includes a letter, post -card , news 
paper , books , pattern or sample packet, parcel and every article or thing trans 
missible by post. and a money order .

( 4 ) Any prohibition or restrition imposed by an order made under sub -rule 
( 2 ) on the sending mto , or cuny .118 froni, India of articles , shall be deemed to 
llave been imposed under sertion 19 of the Seu Customs Act , 1878 , and all the 
provik 0114 of thut Act shall have effect accordingly : 

Provided that where in l l s pert of any contravention of this rule the 
Custojas -collector is of opimion that the penalties provided by the said Act uns 
inadequate , he may make a complaint to a magistrato having jurisdict on ; and 
the naused person whul, 412021 conviction , be punishable with imprisonnient for 
A tarth which may extend to five years ol with fine or with both . 
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( 5 ) Any otiiver of customs inay , fur the purpose of carrying into utfect the 
ploc.$ 10ne of this rule , tako such steps (including the subjection of the article 
to any process) is inay be ruasonably necessary for asºertuining whether an 
urticle does or does not record any murmuution . 

(6 ) The Central Government or the Provincial Government may hy under 
authorise uny person for tlons pu proses of this rule to cxercise the powers , and 
Lerrorm the duties , conferred or imposed on A Custuins- collector or by 
subord .nate officer of customs by the Sea Custuins Act , 1878 . 

PART II 
REQUISITIONING AND CONTROL OF AIRCRAFT 
8 . (1 ? The Central Government, subject to the provisions of sub -rule (2 ), 
may be order in writing requisition -- 
(a ) muy aircraft in India and anything on bourd or forming part of any 

uircruft in India ; 
(b ) any aircraft reg stered under the Indian Aircraft Act , 1931 ( XXII of 

10 :31 ), or anything on board or formning part of such an aircraft 

wherever buch nircraft may be ; 
( c ) any inachinery , plant, material or thing used for thich operation , 

inanufacture, repair or maintenance of aircraft ; 
And nuy give such further orders as appear to the Central Government to be 
necesaury or expedient in counuction with the requ sitioning . 

( 2 ) Where the Central Government has requisitioned any aircraft inder 
sub - rule ( 1 ) the Central Government nay sce or deal with the rerutt for such 
purpose and in sich manner as muy ujupcar to it to be expellient, und may 
acquire it by serving on the owner or person having the management thereof 
or where the owner or person huving tho inanagement th - reof is not readily 
troccable or the ownership is in dispute , by publishing in the officinl gazette # 
notice stating that the Central Government has acquired it in pursuince of this 
rule 

Where much notice of 33quisition is served on the owner or person having tho 
maringement of the nircraft or, if the caso be , published in the officiul 
gazette , then at the beginning of the day on which the notice is so served or 
published the aircraft shall vest in the Central Government , free from my 
mortgage, pledge, lien or other similar obl gation , and the period of the requusi 
tion thereof shall ond . 

(13 ) The Central Government may by order require the owner, or the person 
having the management of, any such nircraft or thing as is referred to in sub 
rule ( 1 ) to furnish to such authority ng may he speified in the order Fuch 
information in his poeseas on relating to the said aircraft or thing (being informa 
tion which may reasonably be required of him in connexion with the execution 
of this rule ) as may be so specified . 

( 4 ) If any person contravenea any order made under tliis rule , he shall be 
punishable with imprisonment for A terin which may extend tu three yeurs Or 
with fine or with both . 

0 . Compensation for requisitioning or acquiring any alrcraft . - ( 1) Whenever 
in pursuance of rule 8 any nirer:aft is used , requisitioned or acquired by, or 
otherwise placed ut the disposal or under the coutrol of, thu ( entral Govern 
ment and the circumstances are not such as to render the provisions of Section 
12 of the Public Bafety Orijinance , 1948, applicable , the owocr of such aircraft 
shall be paid such compensation for any loss he may have sustained 19 3 result 
of such use , requisition , Acquisition , disposal or control, 16 may be fixed in 
Accordance with the provisions of this rulo . 
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(2 ) In default of agreement , between the Central Gorernment and the owner 
of the aircraft , the Central Government shall, y general or special order , 
specify the authority or person to which of whom itay claim for coinpensation 
shall be sulmitted and the authority or person by which or whom any such claim 
shall be adjudged and awarded . 

(3 ) The Central Government inay further by general or special order 
prescribe the conditions to which the authority or persons responsible for adjudging 
or awarding clains for comp :nsation shall have regard vhen returmining the 
amount of compensation payable , and may give such supplementary orders as 
to the assessment and payment of compensation as may lppear to it to be 
recessary or expedient. 

10 . Power to take up accoinmodation in aircrait . - ( 1 ) The Central Govorit: 
ment may , by order in yriting, requir : the owner or the person having the 
management or the point of any aircrn it registered under the Indian Aircraft 
Act, 1934 (XXII of 1934 ) 


(a ) to place at the disposal of Governinent the whole or any part of the 

space or accommodation ivailable in or on such aircraft and to 
employ such space or accommodation for the carriage of any 

persons , animals or things to any place specified in the order ; and 
(b ) to undertake or permit to be undertaken such structural additions or 

alterations to such an aircraft as may be necessary to fit it for 
the safe carriage of any persons , animals or thirgs . 


(2 ) Whenever in pursuance of clause (a ) of sub - rule ( 1) any space or 
accommodation in any aircraft is placed at the disposal of the Central Govern 
ment and the circumstances are not such as to rerder the provisions of Section 
12 of the Public Saftey Ordinance , 1948 , app : icable the owner of such aircraft 
shall be paid therefor at such rates as the Central Government may by order 
made in this behalf determine . 

(3 ) Whenever in pursuance of clause (b ) of sub -rule ( 1) the Central 
Government requires any structural allritionis or alterations to be under 
taken on board any aire aft , the owner of such aircraït , shall be paid actual 
cost of such additions or alterations. 

( 4 ) If any order made under sub -rule ( 1) is contravened , the 
pilot of the aircraft and the owner or other person having the manageinent 
thereof shall each be deemed to have contravener! such order and shall be 
punishable with imprisonment for a term which nay extend to three years or 
with fine or with both . 


11 . Stopping of aircraft.- ( 1 ) Any person authorised in this behalf by the 
Centra ) Government may , if it appears to that person to be necessary in the 
interests of the public saftey so to do , order , with respect to any particular 
aircraft at any place in India , that the a rcraft shall not leave the place until 
permitted to do so by such authority or person as may be prescribed in the 
order . 

(2) Subject to the provisions of sub -rule ( 3), if any aircraft leaves or at 
tempts to leave any place in contravention of any such order as aforesaid , the 
pilot of the aircraft shall be pun shab e with inprisonment for a term which may 
extend to three years o " with fine or with both . 

(3 ) Any order made under this rule shall cease to have effect ninety -vis 
hours after the time at thich it is made , unless in the meantime it has been 
confirmed by the Central Government.

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12 . Power to restrict the transfer of aircraft. - ( 1) No person shall witliout the 
previous consent in writing of the Central Goveralient transfor any interest in 
auv tircraft registered under the Indian Aircraft Act, 1931 (XXII of 1934) , 
wherever such aircraft may be whether the Critificate of renistration of such air 
craft is in force or not , or in any part of an aircraft , or in any materials identi 
fied , under any systein recognised by the Director General of Civil Aviation in 
Indiü , for the purpose of the construction of aircraft . 


( 21 Any transaction effected in contravention of the provisions of sub -rule ( 1) 
shall be void and unenforceable . 


(3 ) If any person contravenes inny of the provision of sub -rule ( 1 ), he shall 
be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to seven years 
Cor with fine or with both . 


18 . Enforcement of provisions of the Indian Aircraft Act and Rules. -- The 
pilot of any aircraft flying in contravention of any provision of, or of any rule 
made uuder , the Indian Aircraft Act , 1934 ( XXII of 1934 ) , shall, on being 
warned in the manner prescribed by the rules made under that Act , immediately 
land , and if such pilot fails to comply with such warning as atoresaid , any 
commissioned officer of His Majesty s Indian forces may take or cause to be 
taken sich action as may be necessary to terminate the flight . 


PART III 


MISCELLANEOUS 


14 . Obstructing lawful authority .- - If any person voluntarily obstructs or 
offers any resistance to , or impedes or otherwise interferes with , 
(a ) any meinber of His Majesty s Indian forces acting in the course of 

his duties as such , or 


( ) any authority , officer or person exercising any powers or perforniing 

any duties conferred or iinposed upon it, or hiin , by or in pursu 

ance of these Pules , or 
( c ) any person who is carrying out the orders of any such authority , officer 

or person as aforesaid or who is otherwise acting in accordance with 
his duty in pursuance of these Rules , 


he shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to two 
years or with fine or with both . 

15 . Offences by corporations.- - If the person contravening any of the provi 
sions of these Rules or of any order made theremirler is a company or other 
body corporate , every director , manager, secretary or other officer or agent 
thereof shall, unless he proves that the contravention took place without bis 
knowiedge or that he exercised all due diligence to prevent such contraven . 
tion , be deenied to be guilty of such contravention . 


10 Cognizance of contravention of rules , etc .----( 1) No Court shall take 
Cognizance of any alleged contravention of thiese Rules or of any order made 
thereunder, except 0:1 a report in writing of the facts stating such contraver 
tion Inade by a public servant. 

( 2 ) Proceedings in respect of a contravention of the provisions of these 
Rules or of any order made thereunder alleged to have been committed by 
any person may be taken before the appropriate Court having jurisdiction in 
the place where that person is for the time being .

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17 . Power to give effect to Rules , orders , etc . . - in ulithority , officer or 
person who is empowered by or in pursuance of any of these Rules to make any 
firder , or to exercise any other power may, in addition to any other action agros 
cribed by or under these Rules , take or cause to be taken , such steps and use , 
or cause to be used , such force as may in the opinion of such authority , officer 
or person , be reasonably necessary for securing compliance with , or for , the 
preventing or rectifying any contravention of such order , or for the effective 
exercise of such power .
